Daily Worker, has already dealt with the 
general character of Mr. Denny’s confused 
and highly prejudiced observations. We will 
confine ourselves to a few additional points. 

Frst, as to the methods of the New York 
Times, 

The Times ordered four articles from Mr. 
Denny. But evidently the goods that Denny 
delivered were not cut entirely after the pat- 
tern that the Times desired. 

The Times, therefore, borrowing a leaf 
from Hearst, did the following: 

On Denny’s first two cables the Times 
placed after the dateline the word “uncen- 


,sored.” This was to give the impression that 


a rigid censorship had been clamped on in 
the Soviet Union which Denny had managed 
somehow to beat. 

The fact is, however, that all four of 
Denny’s cables were sent in the usual way 
and the Soviet government treated them 
no differently than it has in the past. 

The Times also found that Denny, though 
his impressions were thoroughly distorted, 
was still something of an honest man. It 
therefore decided to “improve” his cables 
through the device of sensational and mis- 
leading headlines. 

Thus on Saturday the Times’ headlinie 
read: “Many Doubts Rise in Russia on Guilt 
of Eight Generals.” 


But a careful reading of the itiey re- 


veals that the doubts Denny describes are 


not among the Soviet masses, but largely 
among foreign observers whom he spoke 
to. | 


Other headlines were of a similar char- 
acter. (Incidentally the Times’ headlines on 
the steel strike are cut of the same cloth.) 

As for Mr. Denny, he has been slipping 
on his own banana peel and blaming it on the 
Soviet streets. 

In the uncovering of fascist spies and 
wreckers he sees “discontent.” In the free- 
ing of 170,000,000 people of the threat. rep- 
resented by these concealed enemies he sees 
“a completely one-man despotism, in which 
submission has become second nature and 
even a whisper of the mildest criticism of the 
ruling authority is perilous.” 

Yet only a year and a half ago, in this 
same New York Times, Walter Diiranty told 
the story of a simple Soviet bricklayer named 
Zmurin, who not only whispered criticism, 
but talked out loud in the presence of Stalin 
and other high officials. And he pulled no 
punches. 

“People talk about tyranny and forced labor 
in Russia,” wrote Duranty in the. Times of Dec. 
17, 1935, “but Zmurin and millions of other work- 
ers like him do not agree... 

“An honest, two-fisted workman can stand 
up and talk today in this country where the 
czars were masters, where the landlords and 
gendarmes were also masters, and the rest of 
the nation were slaves.” 


Denny himself provides something of an 
antidote to his own muddleheadedness in an- 
other ‘cable in. yesterday’s Times. Discussing 
the magnificent flight of the three Soviet 
aviators to the United States via the North 

“Whatever ‘ate may be said about the So- 
cialist regime here, it does permit the organiza- 
tion of such work with a magnitude and per.ecc- 
tion of organization that have never been ap- 
proached in capitalist countries.” 

And Socialism achieves this organization 
not by enslaving the masses, but by freeing 
them, not by killing individual initiative, but 
by giving the individual initiative of the 
rank and file the opportunity to function for 
the first time in history.

the issue before the electorate by lumping a new con- 

stitution with the request for the endorsement of his 
program.

Rarely have the Irish people been called upon to 
decide such difficult and complicated political ques-

impossible compromise between democracy and reac- 
tion. 


As a result of De Valera’s middie-of- the-road na- : 


tional policy the leaders of reaction have become bolder. 
Economic, political and religious factors have combined 
to encourage the enemies of Irish freedom such as 
Congress, O’Duffy and the so-called pro-Franco “et 
tian Front.” 

Economic. While De Valera has worked to reduce 
Britain’s control over Ireland he has put the entire 
cost and burden on the masses. Irish capitalism and 


.the big landlords have been favored through tariffs 


while the people have been impoverished through taxes 
and imports. This has allowed the Irish reactionaries 
to resort to fascist demagogy. 

Political. Cosgrave has dared to come out again 
for his Commonwealth Policy (to make Ireland a 
“partner” within the British Empire), tha to the 
delaying of complete Irish freedom due to Valera’s 
constant retreats. 

Religicus. Reaction has been most energetic in at- 
tempting to present the war in Spain as a battle of 
the church against Bolshevism, a tactic that wads aiced 
by De Valera’s conciliatory attitude toward the so- 
calléd “Christian Front.” 


As matters stand now, De Valera has the fight of 
his political life before him. Though he is expected to 
squeeze through and carry his dangerously reactionary 
constitution with him, the contest is expected to *be 
close. 

Thus we see that the situation in Ireland has some 
of the elements that confronted the American work- 
ers in the presidential balloting. The primary aim of 
all true defenders of Irish independence and of all 
democrats and forward-looking Irishmen is to deliver 
a smashing defeat to the Cosgrave-O’Duffy reactionary 
concentration. A victory for Cosgrave, after all, would 
not.be so much a defeat to De Valera as a resounding 
blow to the struggle for complete national freedom of 
Ireland. The return of a large number of Cosgrave 
Fein Gael candidates would be regarded as a triumph 
in Rome and Berlin, and.in the Tory.camp in London. 

Yet, in the fight for the defeat of Cosgrave & Co., 
if the result is only the strengthening of the grip of 
De Valera and the putting over of his retrogressive
